Unanimously agreed upon by the board 
of directors of the* Gettysburg N a­ 
tional Rank some time ago, a m eet­ 
ing of the stockholders of the na­ 
tional bank was held this afternoon to 
pass upon three amendments to tho 
institution’s by-laws, affected by tho 
merger. 
Only fifteen stockholders were pres­ 
ent, the others voting by proxy. Each 
of the three changes was voted upon 
separately, ana indications were that 
all three would pass. 
The three changes, 
embodied 
in 
resolutions read to the shareholders 
follow: 
“ I. Resolved that the capital stock 
.o f the Gettysburg National Bank bo 
increased from $150,000 to $225,000. 
“2. Resolved that the first sentence 
of Section 3 of the Articles of Asso­ 
ciation, which reads as follow's:— “3. 
T he Bourd of Directors shall consist 
of not less than five, nor more than 
twelve shareholders.’ is hereby amend­ 
ed, st* as to read as follows:—-‘3. Th© 
Board of Directors shall consist of 
not less than nine, 
our 
more than 
eighteen shareholders.’ 
“ 3. Resolved that the 
increase of 
capital stock be sold at the price of 
$135.00 per share; 
and 
that 
each 
shareholder shall have the right, with­ 
in thirty days from date, to subscribe! 
and pay for su*h proportion of th© 
increased capital stock as the num­ 
ber of shares already owned by him 
bears (o the whole number of shares 
before the increase, at the said price 
<»f $13$.(X) per share and that after 
jthe ex I ti ration of said thirty days the 
right of any shareholder to subscribe 
end pay for such increased capital 
stock shall lapse and be void.’’ 
J. E. McCammon was elected chair­ 
man of the meeting with the Rev. Dr, 
I). W. Woods, a Presbyterian minister, 
secretary. 
Stockholders of the Lfhcoln Trust 
Company a week ago today voted to 
accept the proposal for consolidation 
of their bank with the Gettysbuig Na­ 
tional Bank, ana only the mechanical 
end of the merger remains to be con­ 
summated. 
The Lincoln Trust Com­ 
pany will b* merged with the national
